Airship Roma Has Engine 
. Lrouble on First Cruise

Semi-Rigid Dirigible Makes Trip From Langley 
Field to Washington and Is Consider- 
ably Delayed. 


By the Associated press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The 
semi-rigid dirigible Roma, the larg- 
est American airship, arrived over 
Washington shortly before noon to- 
day on her first long-distance flight 
after having been brought to the 
United States from Italy and reas- 
sembled at Langley Field, Va. 

The “Roma” left Langley Field, 
Va., at 6 a. m. today. 

The dirigible appeared over the 
capital from the southeast more than 
two hours behind her scheduled ar- 
rival. It was evident from the ground 
that she was then bucking a heavy 
wind. 

It was understood that engine trou- 
ble was the principal cause of the 
delay. Three or possibly four, of the 
ship’s six great motors were unavail- 
able, according to official reports, 
and the trip from Langley Field was 


made on the remaining power plant. 

The airship was purchased from 
the Italan Govenmert and recently 
reassembled at Langley Field. 

Coincident with the arrival of the 
airship, advices were received by 
Major-General Patrick, head of the 
air service, from the Weather Bu- 
reau, stating that a storm appeared 
probable later in the day, and after 
consultation with Maj. John G. 
Thornwell, commander of the Roma, 
it was decided that what had been 
planned as the first official flight of 
the ship would be abandoned as soon 
as possible. 

With her auxiliary engines she 
developed a speed of more than 80 
miles an hour at her recent success- 
ful test flight at Langley Field. This 
speed was said to establish a record 
for airships, exceeding the maximum 
developed by the last Zeppelins and 
the ill-fated ZR-2, it is claimed, by 
about 10 miles an hour.

FRANALIN'S CREDITORS 
LOSE ABOUT $850,000 


Banker’s Property Will Pay Not 
More Than 15 ‘Cents on 
Dollar of Claims. 


Creditors of John EB. Franklin, for- 
mer president of the now defunct 
Bankers’ Trust Co. of St. Louis, will 
receive, early next month, about 10 
per cent of the amount of their 
claims, which aggregate approxi- 


mately $1,000,000. In newspaper ad- 
vertisements they have been asked to 
file their claims with the Creditors’ 
Committee’ in the Liberty Central 
Trust by Jan. 9 “for adjustment and 
allowance.” 

It was learned that liquidation of 
the assets turned over to the Cred- 
itors’ Committee by Franklin in 19 


Trust Co., has been completed an 
that the total yield is $150,000. 
When Franklin turned over the 
property he put a valuation of ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 on it. The 
principal asset was an 8500-acre 
tract of land in Pemiscot County, 
Missouri. 

In 1915 the Creditors’ Committee 
planned to sell this property for 
$300,000, but the sale was enjoined 
by Judge Dyer in the United States 
District Court on the ground that 
the price named was insufficient. 
The United States Court of Appeals 
set aside this injunction in Novem- 
ber, 1917. Meanwhile, the property 
had decreased in value. The com- 
mittee recently sold it for less than 
half the price that could have been 
realized in 1915. 

The committee expects that claims 
for approximately $1,000,000 will bs 
filed by Jan. 9 and it is planned to 
disburse about $100,000 of the money 
realized from the sale of the prop- 
erty and hold the remaining $50,000 
pending the possible application of 
additional claims. This money also 
eventually will be disbursed to 
creditors. 

As the liquidation has been com- 
pleted with a net return of $150,000, 
the maximum total amount the 
claimants can expect is about 16 per 
cent, 

The Bankers Trust Co. had as its 
principal source of income the profits 
from its ownership of stock in a 
chain of banks in Missouri and Ar- 
kansas. These profits it reinvested. 
It also sold its own stock to the pub- 
lic. One of its largest investments 
was in the San Antonio & Gulf Rail- 
road, which turned out to be a losing 
proposition.

Then they began looting the 
safe and showcase counter in the 
store. 

About five minutes later Mrs. Nora 
K. Sweek of 6077 Kensington ave- 
nue, a customer, entered the store. 
The robbers pointed their revolvers 
at her and after ordering her into 
the back room bound and gagged 
her in the same manner as Miss 
Bell. 

About five more minutes elapsed 
when John Leutzinger, 17, of 4560 
Alcott avenue, walked into the store 
to see about having his watch re- 
paired. The robbers were behind 
the counter inspecting the stock of 
jewelry. One of them was in his 
shirtsleeves. Leutzinger approached 
the man without the coat, believing 
that he was one of the clerks, but 
stopped suddenly when the robbers 
covered him with their revolvers. 
He also was taken to the back room 
and bound and gagged.

Thousands in Many Ficlds Suffering 
for Food and Clothing, Work- 
ers, Journal Says.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Wide- 
spread unemployment among coal 
miners during the last year, accord- 
ing to Ellis Searles, editor of the 
United Mine Workers’ Journal, will 
cause hundreds of miners’ children 
to wake up on Christmas morning to 
find that Santa Claus has passed 
them by. Thousands of children in 
the mining flelds of West Virginia, 
Alabama, Texas, Tennessee and even 
in Central Pennsylvania are suffer- 
ing, he says, for food and clothing. 

“Coal miness have been out of #10 
ployment nearly all this year and 
chousands of them are penniless and 
in terrible distress,” said Searles. 
“They have not earned enough dur- 
ing the year to meet the plainest 
kind of living expenses for their fam- 
ilies, 

“There is actual starvation in the 
New River field of West Virginia, 
where the miners have been out of 
employment practically all of this 
year. Miners’ children in Alabama 
have neither clothing nor shoes. 
Conditions are the same in the 
mountainous coal regions of Tennes- 
see and Eastern Kentucky. Several 
hundred families of coal miners at 
Thurber, Tex., are living in tents and 
are wholly dependent upon charity 
and whatever the more fortunate 


able to do for them. Christmas will 
mean nothing to their children. 
“Next door to Washington hun- 
dreds of coal miners’ families in the 
Cumberland and Georges - Creek 
fields of Maryland are destitute.”
